To  aid  poraoae  ia  tbair  choice  of  location,  the  following  explanation  ot 
the  reason  for  a  preference  for  the  West  over  the  East,  is  quoted  from  reha- 
able  authority:

Most  persons  think  that  the  reason  why  the  West  end  of  Loodon  or  Naw 
York  ia  morn  fashionable  than  tba  East,  ta  nothing  more  than  the  topograph- 
tael  figuration  of  the  capital.  Bat  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  Pari*  ha*  pro¬ 
noun  ood  thia  opinion  to  bo  a  deluaioa,  as  wa  leant  from  an  article  in  the  Lon¬ 
don  Atbonwuin. 

Ia  lira  fircl  piaoa,  it  appear*  that  it  i*  not  only  at  London,  hat  at  Paris,  Vi¬ 
enna,  Berlin,  Turin,  St.  Petembargh,  and  almost  every  other  capital  In'  Eu¬ 
rope — at  Liege,  Caen,  Mont|>aiiar,  Toaloaae,  nod  several  other  large  town* — 
wherever,  ia  fact,  there  are  not  groat  local  obstacles — the  tendency  of  the 
wealthier  inhabitant*  to  group  thrmaelvas  to  the  went  ia  alaauot  an  strongly 
marked  as  In  the  “great  metropolis"  In  the  second  plaoa,  at  Pompeii  and 
other  ancient  towns,  tin  earns  thing  may  be  noticed  ;  and  in  the  third  plaoa, 
where  the  local  figuration  of  the  town  necessitates  an  Increase  in  a  different 
direction,  tba  moment  tba  obstacle  oeaaee.  Louse*  spread  toward  the  west. 
This  last  foot  may,  tt  b  stated,  be  particularly  observed  at  Rome,  aad  to  i. 
■attain  extent,  at  fedinburgh. 

Whom,  then,  all  caties  and  towns  have  their  beat  districts  in  the  treat,  it  is 
pretty  doer  that  the  causa  of  it  meal  bo  soma  general  law  entirely  distinct 
from  local  situation  W hat  ia  that  lav?  “It  arises  from  lira  atmospheric 
pressure,"  an»wer»  the  Academy  ot  Boiaoee.  “Whao  .the  barometric  column 
rises,  smoke  and  pernieioas  emanations  rapidly  evaporate  ia  apace.  In  the 
oontrary  case  wa  ana  that  smoke  aad  pernicious  vapors  remain  in  apartments 
anil  on  the  surface  of  the  toil.  Now,  every  one  know*  that  ot  all  winds,  that 
which  cause  the  greatest  ascension  of  th*  beromrtric  column  ia  that  of  the 
cent,  aad  that  which"  lowers  the  moat  la  the  vast  When  the  latter  blown,  it 
has  the  inconvenience  of  carrying  with  it  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  lows  all 
the  dalotorioaa  gaaea  which  It  manta  In  Its  passage  over  tba  wastera  parts.  It 
results  from  that  that  tba  inhaMtanu  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  have  to 

Krt  not  only  their  own  amoks  and  miasma,  but  those  of  the  western  part 
town,  brought  to  them  by  the  weal  winds. 

"Whao.  on  the  eowtvary,  the  oast  wind  blows,  ia  purifies  the  air  by  causing 
ta  ag  a  sail  th*  pernicious  emanation*  which  it  cannot  drive  to  the  want. 
Con  sawn*  ally,  the  inhabitants  of  the  west  raooive  pars  air  frnm  whatever  part 
of  the  borianu  it  may  arrive;  and  U  may  be  added  that,  as  the  want  winds 
ara  those  which  moat  frequently  prevail,  they  or*  the  first  to  receive  the  air 
pore  ood  aa  it  arrives  from  the  ooanlry," 

After  than  explaining  why  the  western  parts  are  the  bast,  tba  Academy 
makes  those  recommendation*  :  r 

1.  That  persona  who  have  the  liberty  of  choice,  and  especially  those  a i 
delicate  health,  ahbotd  reside  hi  the  waereiu  parts  of  the  towns 
%  That  all  asuMhhmente  frnm  which  emanate  pern  Id  on*  vapors  aad 
gaaea  should  ha  placed  in  tbo  east. 

8.  That  ia  hmMlag  a  houaa  ia  a  town,  awd  oven  ia  (Aa  ooentry ,  the  kitchen 
aad  other  depeadtwsiea  from  which  paswiaioua  emanation*  may  arias  should 
bo  plased  to  the  seat.  The  members  of  the  Aaadamy  who  hoes  aaaounsed 
the  preceding  discovery,  and  made  the  praaadmg  rnnoamandationa  are,  all 
ef  them,  of  Eampma  reparation  as  raesatt.

fih*  dropped  bar  pocket  Look,  or  it  ws* 
taken  from  her, 

Borne  buy*  on  the  corner  of  Cortland  sod 
Wmt  *ireeu,  were  w«  n  to  be  deep  in  the 
exploration  of  *  red  pocket  book  which 
ws*  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  lady. 
8he  rvMirned  to  find  no  boy*,  but  a  police¬ 
man  who  expn  a*ed  himaell  very  dubioutly 
in  regard  to  it*  probable  recovery.  Ano¬ 
ther  policeman  liow*wr,  wlm  came  up,  wa* 
more  hopeful  and  told  the  lady  that  if  *hc 
would  meet  him  thi  next  morning  at  a  ela¬ 
ted  time,  he  theught  he  would  have  the 
money . 

The  nt-xt  moroi  ig  in  company  with  a 
gent ieias'i,  nhe  went  New  York.  Tht. 
p  ilic-nun  said  the  -noncy  w»*  (ocoretl  and 
lourhiya  with  «t.  au-l  immediately  led  thv 
w*y  to  Folice  btatioii.  No.  27. 

The  jtH<  -y  in  charge,  a^ler  putting  many 
gueOtiou*  to  the  l*dy,  but  in  a  very  civil 
manner,  pro-lu  ed  the  (oat  ptoperty.  The 
money  which  had  buen  divided  among 
thu  lour  boy*  wa*  all  recovered,  At  tbit 
*tago*l  the  proct-eoiagt  it  wa*  thought 
Mist  the  innaey  wa*  to  be  delivercil  to  the 
owner,  and  the  permitted  to  depart  in 
peace,  but  no,  the  envelope  containing  tin- 
fame,  wa*  handed  to  a  policemiu  who 
ilarted  with  it  and  hi*  pnaourr*,  to  thi- 
Tomb*.  the  lady  by  direction  of  the  preti- 
ding  officer;  following 

Tba  case  was  speedily  luuutht  to  (he  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Judge,  who  with  very  little 
investigation  turned  it  over  to  a  clerk-  wbo 
kept  the  lidy  standing  for  an  hour,  while 
he  wa*  maklug  out  the  paper*  upon  which 
the  boy*  were  to  be  committed  tor  trial. — 
Her  uncertainty  at  to  whether  the  pocket- 
book  wa*  stolen  or  dropped,  teeming  to 
make  no  difference,  the  boys  were  commit¬ 
ted.  and  the  lady  directed  to  come  to  the 
city  and  testify  when  notified,  the  money 
being  retained — expense*  $1.40.  After  * 
week  or  ten  day*  a  summon*  came  (root  the 
District  Attorney,  with  an  awful  penalty 
attached— thi*  w**a  Grand  Jury  affair, atd 
the  lady  responded. 

Much  to  her  comfort  and  consolation,  a 
person  in  attendance  taid  the  cate  might 

not  b*  called  antil  th*  afternoon, 

tald  he,  “between  you  and  f,  you  know,  I 
®ight  get  it  called  earlier."  Tliit  remark 
made  no  perceptible  impression  on  the 
rustics,  and  no  monej  passed.  Fortunate 
ly  without  his  aid,  there  was  no  great  dc 
lay;  th*  testimony  which  occupied  five  min 
utes  wa*  taken  and  lbs  cas*  dismissed,  and 
probably  the  boys  were  discharged — ex¬ 
penses,  a  1.40. 

8  jose  dsy*  later,  the  gentleman  inquired 
at  the  Tomb*  for  the  pocket  book,  and 
was  directed  to  P  tcinct  Station,  No.  27;
